Any Doubt About It? 


The National Committee for an Effective'Con­ 
gress, whatever that is, says Eisenhower Re­ 
publicans in Congress are “ leaderless" and are 
not getting effective help from the 
W h i t e 
House 
This refers to the group of Republicans in 
Congress who are willingt o go down the line 
for every detail of the President’s program and 
is aimed at increasing this group s influence. 
It calls attention to an important and puzzling 
problem. 
How does a leader assert his leadership? 
President Eisenhower’s way of doing it is 
decidedly different from that of Harry Truman 
when he was in the White House. Yet, no one 
can say Mr. Truman was a stronger president 
than Mr. Eisennhower. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt certainly had a way 
of his own. But his way had its limitations, 
too. Herbert Hoover tried logic, without con­ 
spicuous 
success. 
Calvin 
Coolidge operated 
largely on the theory of letting things go in 
the direction they seemed inclined to go, as 
did Warren G. Harding. 
Woodrow Wilson relied heavily on idealism. 
Theodore Roosevelt on dynamic energy, Wil­ 
iam McKinley on sweet reasonableness. Every 
president must devise his own means a n d 
methods, relative to his own position and the 
circum stances of his time. The appraisal of his 
leadership will be made by history, not by his 
contemporaries. 
There is no doubt in anyone's mind, not even 
the minds of the people behind the National 
Committee for an Effective Congress, t h a t 
Dwight Eisenhower is the nation’s popular lead­ 
er, whatever criticisms may be made of his 
leadership in such minor m atters as backing 
up his down - the - line adherents in Congress.

Fees 


Ohio’s House of Representatives was right in 
smiting down Gov. O'Neill on his veto of the 
fee bill. The Ohio Senate, which sustained the 
veto, was wrong. 
The governor’s reasoning on this issue held 
that an increase in fees for services performed 
by county officials would take more money 
from the public and would be, therefore, the 
same as an increase in taxes. 
Whereupon, he admitted that some of the 
fees should be brought more in line with the 
cost of the services but said he thought the in­ 
creases in the bill before him were too steep. 
The net result of his veto is to causet he 
public to continue to pay part of the cost of 
services which are not performed for the public 
in general. The county fees in question are 
special-use fees paid for specific county serv­ 
ices. The services are of no direct benefit to 
the public at large. 
To make the public at large pay for them 
through general taxation is 
no 
different 
in 
principle than it would be to make the public 
pay for all dog licenses, auto licenses, vendors’ 
licenses etc. 
The last readjustm ent in county fees was 
made in 1911. The auditor’s fee for transferring 
a deed, for example, w as set at IO cents, with a 
maximum of $150. Under 
this 
antiquated 
schedule, a deed transferring hundreds of lots 
Nists no more than a deed transferring 15 
ots. 
This was the kind of inequity which county 
>fficials hoped to correct in the fee bill before 
he General Assembly in this session. They 
verc rebuffed. But they were not wrong.

I have a personal interest in 
this so I looked into the prison 
system which t h e government 
charges the underworld 
reached 
into with its lockjaw. I found a 
prison system understaffed. 
I found a penal world lodged 
in comparative ancient dungeons 
costing less than $1,500 a prisoner 
when a modern prison can be 
built for as little as $15,000 
to 
$20,000 a prisoner. 


I FOUND a sprawling network 
of 29 federal institutions run on a 
budget of $30,135,000 by hard work­ 
ing criminologists who are some­ 
times helpless to run an orderly 
civilization behind 
bars 
because 
the budget permits them only two 
guards for each 800 prisoners. 
On this budget they have now 
discarded 
the 
traditional bread- 
and-water diet for 
prisoners 
in 
solitary confinement — and the in­ 
m ate’s health is now protected by 
a balanced diet of vegetables, it 
m ay come as news to you. 
But the prisoner who may find 
himself in a “ solitary” cell be­ 
cause he has cooperated with the 
authorities and wants the protec­ 
tion of sleeping alone, is not just 
worried about keeping his health. 
He’s more worried about keeping 
alive. There are only enough sin­ 
gle cells for IO per cent of the 
prisoners. 


EVEN IF MIRANTI and Bando 
had decided to break the under­ 
world’s own 
code 
of 
unethical 
practices by talking, they might 
not have been able to get into one 
of these individual cells. 
They could have asked for trans­ 
fer to Alcatraz too, but sooner or 
later they’d 
have 
found 
them ­ 
selves living in a cell with eight 
or nine others. 
One high prison official who 


knew that Miranti had announced 
loudly that “I’m not talking to 
nobody under no circum stances” 
about his offense or who was in­ 
volved, bluntly put it this way: 
“ You don’t need to have a very 
vivid imagination to picture how 
hard a go a prisoner might have 
living in a cell with eight, nine 
or IO others who look upon him 
as a stool pigeon or a no-good 
punk. They would not only harass 
him in little ways, but would push

i occasion. 


“ THEY ALSO would do 
what 
they could to get him in wrong 
with the prison officials or might 
even fram e him by. for instance, 
stashing some contraband in his 
locker or m atress and then tip 
off the officers in such a way as 
would cause them . . . to search 


I his belongings. 
“ lf a prisoner is found guilty of 
possessing contraband by a 
dis­ 
ciplinary board, he is apt not only 
to be put in solitary but to lose 
some of his good conduct cred­ 
its, which makes him 
ineligible 
for parole . . . 
That would happen, of course, if 
he survived. In Dec. 1955, the then 
Sen. Herman Welker said in a re­ 
port on the 
Federal 
prison 
at 
Milan. Mich. 
“ One or two of the men (pris­ 
oners) were being held in segrega­ 
tion at their own request because 
they feared other inmates against 
whom they had testified. The nec­ 
essity of incarcerating some pris­ 
oners 
in 
the 
same 
institution 
where co-defendants against whom 
t h e y 
have 
testified 
are 
also 
housed, 
is one of the 
difficult 
problems 
of 
prison 
adm inistra­ 
tion.” 


WHY DIFFICULT? Because the 
prison system is running on some 
30 million dollars when at least 
$111 million is needed for a long 
range construction program. 
Why the need for seven 
new 
prisons and the rehabilitation of 
four others? 
Because the prisons at Atlanta, 
Leavenworth and McNeil 
Island 
are overloaded from 30 to 50 per 
cent — and how can you police 
such rabbit warrens? 
Atlanta has 800 too many thugs. 
Leavenworth has more than 400 
jammed into it above capacity. 
In Lewisburg, there are 15 open 
dormitories, each housing from 35 
to 50 men — and there aren't 
enough officers for each dorm. 
This means that one or two men 
must keep making the rounds, 
leaving scores uncovered. 
Do you wonder that it is so easy 
for underworld l o c k j a w to 
spread?

The next time you feel bug-eyed while watch­ 
ing those huge machines that gouge out new 
highways, take time for a second thought. 
You are looking at a revolution in m an’s 
m astery of his physical environment—a brand 
new way to make dirt fly. Time magazine has 
put together some information about their part 
in the new network of superhighways. 
Dollars spent on the new roads in the federal

swer any questions which the wit­ 
ness arbitarily decides for himself 
are not “ pertinent” to a legisla­ 
tive purpose. This means that ev­ 
ery time a senator or a represen­ 
tative asks a question in an in­ 
vestigation the witness must be 
given a clear explanation of what 
the “legislative purpose” is and this 
may even have to be confirmed 
by a resolution adopted in each 
! case by the Senate or the House. 
Then it may have to be passed 
upon in a decision by the Supreme 
Court before it is really valid. 
This cumbersome procedure kills 
future investigations that seek to 
expose the ways and means by 
which the Communists infiltrate 
America. It kills any searching in -! 
vestigation of racketeers in the 
labor-union movement, or any oth­ 
er kind of corruption. 
Had the Supreme Court’s new 
“ law” been in effect during the 
Harding administration 
it would 
have killed off any exposure of 
the Teapot Dome scandals. Had it 
been rendered in 1950 Alger Hiss 
could 
have 
avoided 
answering 
questions asked by the House Com­ 
mittee on Un-American Activities, 
whose “ charter” of authority held 
ever since 1938 now is torn to 
shreds by the Supreme Court. 


SEN. McCl e l l a n , Sen Kefau* 
ver. Sen. Eastland and the chair­ 
men of various House investigat­ 
ing committees might as well shut 
up shop. 
The power to investigate has 
been curtailed drastically on the 
grounds that Congress has to par­ 
ticularize in every case and spe­ 
cify in its resolutions exactly why 
it 
wants 
certain 
questions 
an­ 
swered. 
It must somehow anticipate all 
the questions the investigating com­ 
mittees may wish to ask. 
This is, as Justice Clark, a form­ 
er attorney general, declared in 
his dissent, both “unnecessary and 
unworkable.” He added: 
“The resulting restraint imposed 
on the committee system appears 
to cripple the system beyond work­ 
ability.” 
This 
is because the Supreme 
Court has now set itself up as 
knowing more about what Congress 
needs to know to legislate than 
Congress itself thinks it does. 
In the words of Justice Clark: 
“ The majority <of the court ) has 
substituted the judiciary as. the 
grand inquisitor and supervisor of 
congressional investigations. It has 
never been so.” 


ALL THE JUSTICES, of course, 
are honorable men and conscienti­ 
ous in the pursuit of their duty. 
But for the most part they live in 
a legal vacuum. 
They display a curious unaware­ 
ness of the actual operations of 
Communist subversion. To them, 
apparently, there is no Communist 
menace, no such thing as infiltra­ 
tion by stooges of the Communists 
and if a man admits he has w orked 
and “ cooperated'’ with the Com­ 
munists and then refuses to tell 
who else he met in such activi­ 
ties. this is construed now as a 
“ right of silence” derived from the 
First 
Amendment 
which, 
n o w 
added to the F i f t h .Amendment, 
makes it easy for treason to be 
protected 
The 
Supreme 
Court 
majority 
realized, to be sure, the gravity of

its decision and tried to soften the 
blow by minimizing the future dan­ 
ger. 
All the Congress has to do now, 
the court patronizingly suggests, is 
to take “ added care” in authoriz­ 
ing the use of compulsory process. 
But, as Justice Clark realistically 
points out, the court doesn’t say 
how this “ added care” could be 
applied in practice.

THE RULING was proclaimed, 
too, by the court that anyone here­ 
after can teach and even advocate 
the forcible overthrow of the gov- 


I ernment of the United States but 
unless there is conclusive proof 
that these teachings are part of a 
conspiracy to “ incite” someone to 
some action, 
the viewpoint ex­ 
pressed is merely “ abstract doc­ 
trine” and not subject to punish­ 
ment by any law Congress might 
pass. 
There 
were 
other 
significant 
cases decided by the S u p r e m e 
Court on Monday, June 17. 1957, 
which will make that a day a fate­ 
ful one in American history. 
State legislatures were told that 
they, too, cannot investigate and 
require witnesses to answer their 
questions except where it can be 
proved that the state has an over­ 
riding interest in a “ subversive” 
individual 
which 
outweighs 
his 
right to silence, and this, in turn, 
might have to be reviewed in 
each 
instance 
by 
the 
Supreme 
Court of the United States. 
In another case, the court didn’t 
decide the m erits of the “disloy­ 


alty" charges against John Stew­ 
art Service but said the* secretary 
of state couldn’t reverse his under­ 
secretary who had ruled favor­ 
ably to Mr. Service. 
In still another case involving 14 
persons convicted of Communist 
activity under the Smith law, nine 
were set free and five ordered to 
stand trial—so as to ascertain the 
facts as to activities of the de­ 
fendants relating to one word— 
“organize”—in the existing law. 


IT COULD MEAN activities with 
reference to a new party or sub­ 
versive group or a continuing pro­ 
cess of organizing in Communist 
party circles as the Department 
of Justice has contended. 
Since organization work ir the 
Communist party now is ruled by 
the court to happen only at the 
creation of the party in 1945 and 
is adjudged not to be a “ continu­ 
ing” process, certain defendants 
are set free because they were not 
prosecuted within the time pre­ 
scribed in the statute. 
These decisions will cause much 
consternation throughout the coun­ 
try. They will make happy in some 
respects, the so-called “ liberals” 
who have long crusaded against 
congressional 
investigations 
of 
Communist 
activity 
but 
it will 
make them unhappy in other re­ 
spects because it gives crooked 
labor racketeers, shady business 
operators, financial manipulators 
and other wrongdoers a means of 
escape from congressional expos­ 
ure. 
Naturally, 
Moscow 
should 
be 
happy. All they need do now is 
to instruct their Communist party 
in the United States how to adapt 
themselves to the new ruling

NO ELEMENT of true sportsmanship enters 
into the ruckus. The players specialize in flying 
tackles, attack from the rear, and the high 
I fidelity low-punch 
Any experienced legitimate fighter in the 
boxing business would be suspended for at 
least a year for such infractions of the fistic 
rules. 


Only in current wrestling programs is such a 
routine of disorderly conduct, violating all the 
regulations, encouraged, glorified and cherished. 
Astounding as it may seem to fair-play peo­ 
ple. there is a terrific TV audience for modern 
i rasslin’ programs in which every element of 
decency, sportsmanship and proper human re­ 
lationship is busted wide open. 
It is possible that big-league baseball is go­ 
ing all-out to win this curious audience which 
howls with delight when one contestant kicks 
the other in the stomach, grinds a foot into his 
face, hurls him out of the ring and jumps on 
a man when he is down.

beamed to Egypt said use of the 
subs to cut off ships from the 
southern Israeli port of Eilat, at 
the head of the gulf, would be 
“lighting the fires” leading to 
Egyptian suicide. 
Egypt confirmed Tuesday she 
had bought the submarines and 
they had joined her fleet in Egyp­ 
tian waters. They are believed to 
be the first undersea craft ac­ 
quired by any Middle Eastern 
country.

Eilat, which Israeli troops ended 
last fall by destroying the Egyp­ 
tian shore guns overlooking the 
Gulf of Aqaba.

Former J ml ge 
Of Municipal 
* Court 90 Today 


Former Municipal Judge Frank 
E, Grosshans, dean of the Co-; 
lumbiana County legal profession, 
today celebrated his 90th birthday 
anniversary. The house in which 
the judge was born in Frederick­ 
town still stands. 
Since l e a v i n g the municipal 
bench Dec 31, 1949. Judge Gross-1 
bans has been retired. He closed 
his law office in 1934, when he was 
elected to the Municipal Court in 
which he served four term s — 16 
years. 
Spending his boyhood days in 
Fredericktown, Judge 
Grosshans 
entered the former Mt. Hope Aca­ 
demy at Rogers in 1885. After two 
years in school he r e c e i v e d a 
teacher's certificate and t a u g h t 


j school at Grimms Bridge. He came 
to East Liverpool in 1888 to read 
law in the office of Col. H R. Hill. 
Entering Cincinnati Law School 
in 1891, he was graduated a year 
later. He returned to East Liver­ 
pool to practice. For several years 
ju d g e Grosshans was 
associated 
with his brother, the late Hollis 
Grosshans, in law practice but the 
partnership was dissolved

Hollis moved to Youngstown. 
He was elected city solicitor in 
1896 when he ran against his old 
friend and classmate, the l a t e 
Atty. Walter B. Hill. 
He is spending his birthday with 
this d a u g h t e r , Mrs. Marjorie 
Knox, in Mt. Lebanon.

NEW YORK UT-A federal ap ! 
peals court has upheld the legal­ 
ity of “ hot cargo” clauses in la­ 
bor union contracts. 
The U. S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals in an opinion written by 
Chief Judge Charles E Clark said 
Wednesday: 
“ We do not accept the argu­ 
ment that ‘hot cargo' clauses are 
against public policy. The advo­ 
cates of this view ignore the stat­ 
utory language to talk about sec­ 
ondary boycotts and the undoubt­ 


ed congressional dislike of them.*’ 
A “hot cargo” clause provides 
that employes of one firm will not 
handle the products of another 
firm where the employes’ same 
union is engaged in a dispute. 
The court ruling grew out of 
the 1955 refusal of Locals 338 and 
680 of the Team sters Union to 
handle products of Crowley’s Milk 
Co. Inc., where the Teamsters Un­ 
ion was seeking collective bar­ 
gaining rights. 
The National Labor Relations 


Board held the two locals guilty 
of unfair labor practices. 
In its reversal, however, the ap­ 
pellate court said “the statutory 
language is clear; there is no vio­ 
lation 
unless the union encour­ 
ages the employes to coerce the 
secondary employer. 
Where the 
employes are encouraged only to 
exercise a valid contractual right 
to which the employer has agreed 
there is no coercion. 
“Normally, the secondary em­ 
ployer receives something at the 
bargaining table in exchange for 
granting the “hot cargo” clause, 
and he is no more coerced when 
the employes subsequently exer­ 
cise their privilege than a land­ 


owner is coerced when those to 
whom 
he has 
granted licenses 
his land ”
